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F. USE OF UNDERCOVER AGENTS 

231. The FBI has, as indicated in Exhibit D, paragraphs 
69 and 96, utilized an Undercover Special Agent (UCA) in a 
union/movie industry investigation. The use of a UCA. in that 
case can be distinguished. The FBI had the use of an informant 
vho vas able to introduce the UCA to the subject, Kasetta, who 
lad indicated a predisposition to commit extortion' to the 
informant. In this investigation our Confidential Sources are 
not willing to cooperate in any regard other than furnishing 
information. There are plans to attest. to introduce an 
undercover 731 agent through his prior undercover activity with 
COMMITO (see Exhibit I, the Overview Statement, Exhibit G, 
paragraph 132 and paragraphs 31 and 32 herein). The' undercover 
agent will attempt to invest money in the upcoming LahsJcy film 
and will hopefully be introduced to GIAQUXNTO and BACOW.i’ It is 
uncertain at this point whether this plan is lively to succeed. 
Even if the introduction is successful, the use of the undercover 
technique in this investigation would only relate to the 
production of the IansJcy film. An undercover agent is unlikelv 
to be able to learn the full scope of the illegal activities, or 
the identity of co-conspirators, given the national scope of the
